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WT ar Sirotham here,where they are poore fra ngers, 
theleſt; thatthey may (reiting by.you) await your 
bikes , when, hytheir conuerſation , they may endea- 
wour to rob away teadiouſnes though but from one hogre, 
towhich the greateſt mortalls are at ſome times ſubiett . * 
 « Thwis their higheſt ambition ; and my onely end (not 
capable of greater expreſsimn)s 5 towitneſſe my affeAion 
to your ſer uices, from intending wherof only death [hall 
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ther was there any thing wanting but an apt Name to Cx- 
preſſe her perfetions. Wirth this woman did Cleander 
 paſlethe ſ\veereſt life that euer fell into mans imagination; 
enioying a happineſle, which cannot be comprehended but 
by mindes capable of theglory of ſuch thoughts, The Sunne 
did neuer look ypon the carth, but he beheld theſe two Lo- 
uers imbracing ; neyther did Night euer kindle ſo many fires 
in Heauen, as they felt within their ſoules, Their defires 
werenot like vnto thoſe which were drowned intheir plea- 
ſures; but contrariwile,their loues were ſharpned by enioy- 
ing : for the more they did poſlefle that which they did de- 
fire, the more they did deſire that which they did pol- 
ſeſle. 

Butdarkenighr follayyed this bright day, and this cleer- 
nefle was clouded; yea, euen whiteſt- Ct-ander made the 
earth enuious,and the heauens icalous of the fauours hee re- 
cciuedfrom his Miſtrefſe : There was another Knight cal. 
led Liſander,yvho in courteſic and valour gaue place to none 
of his yeares, who had beheld ( ali/ta's 0 br beautie ; 
with the lightning whereof, hee was ſo amazed, that hee 
<lcane loſt the remebrance of himſelf. He was now no more 
that Liſander,vvhoſefree and warlike minde vwwas wont to 
apprehend no diſturbance, bur Ambition for in ſtead of 
Þreaching forth an honourable deſire of glorie, heg was ſo 
poſleſt with the 1dea of this perteCtion,that it was fot poſi- 
ble for him to receiue any other thought; nay, hafdly couid 
thee findea place in all his minde for himſclfe, This nevy. 
_ thus lodged in Liſanders heart, counſelled him to fee 
-his coy $ Now this Knight was a molt abſolute Gentle- 

man,and a moſt acceptable companion , eſpecially among 
Ladies,ot a ſweet and courteous conuerſation, full of arrra- 
Etion,and recommended yith ſo many excellent parts, as 
well of bodice as of minde, that it ſeemed Loue had ſtollen 


anto'this man, of purpoſe (if it were poſsible ) tro ruine Ca- 
tſts's chaſticie« for there was, appearance, that if ſhee could 
loueany thing,it muſtneeds be him,vvholoued nothing but 
her ; and that it ſhee had nora heart of ſtone fheemuſt needs 
deapprehenſiue oſhis torment; Burforas much as he could

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not well acquaint himſelfe with this woman without ac- 
coſting the husband, he firlt ſoughtCleandezs friendſhip;zwho 
held ir for an honour, andpreuented his ſuite, recompencing 
Liſanders feined; with true aftection; He ſeldome ſpakebut 
of him; nor cuer made any good relation if Liſander were 
not the ſubie& thereof. (alijta her ſelfe , who ſaw not but 
by her husbands eyes; nor iudged but by his kriowledge; 
could not chooſe but honour that,vvhichſhee ſavy (leander 
loued , ſhee being otherwiſe by Liſander adored with fo 
much reſpect,that ſheſhould haue wanted humanitie,if ſhe 

- had beene without diſcerning thereof +  - 
| Behold here a faire beginning for our louer; but this is 
nothing withour perſcuerance: His care was now to make 
knownevnto her, - the great paſsion which hee ſuffered for 


her ,, and tolet her know it 1n ſuch a faſhion; that Cleander 


mighr noc perceiue it. Hee was cleere-ſighted, likea Linz; 
and alchough hewerenot icalous,yethe was a husband,and 
vnto a wife,vhoſe admirable beauty did deſetue to be pre- 
ſerued : If he once did diſcerne of thisloue, all was loſt, there 
could be no more friendſhip nor acquaintance; and other- 
wiſeto reſolve to dycin a filentgricte; fo neerevnes his re- 
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medic, hiding his death from her yyho' was the cauſe thete-

ters , but inthe middleof waters not-bei ng able to d aoke 
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his,vwhich did not rather ſcemc naturall than afte&ted. In 
the meane time,ro make that knovyne vnto one, which hee 
would hauc inuifble vntothe other ; hee euery day made 
matches with Cleander,and other Knights,of Tilcings and 0- 
ther noble Exerciſes : where the rwo triends were alwayes 
. ofa fide, and alwayes vanquiſhers. In the morning they 
were togetherartthe Church, after dinner rogether intheir 
- houſes,after ſupper in their oardens, and alwayes Caliſta is 
the ſtarre which lightneth the place. Time palsing in this 
maner,Liſander conſumeth , occaſion of ſpeaking vnto his 
loue being not offered : It is true, that euery day he ſpakevn- 
to her, bur not of loue, nor of any thing en. thereof; {o 
_ thatin euery mans eye hee languiſhingly decayed, of an vn- 
| knownepaſion,in the midſt of all the contentments which 
"could be imagined. And although hee intended to difſem- 
ble his cuill, couering his true a with feined ioy, yet did 
the dying colour of his face diſcouer (yea,cuen vnto thoſe of 
{mall knowledge)that there was ſom paſsion in him, which 
with much grietelay at his heart, Cleandey is the onely man 
who doth not perceiueit, beleeuing that hee ſhould wrong 
his friend in thinking ſo. Hee diſcerned plainely howv 
the liuely lowers of his face did daily wither, Ke hethinkes 
thatit proceeded from accident, and would haue imagined 
thatir ſprung fromany other.than from the true cauſe. They 
werethen at the Court,in the great Citic of Paris,vvhich 1o 
proudly raiſeth herhead aboucall the Cirigg, almoſt, of the 
world, when as (Teander ſaid, that Liſanders indiſpoſition 
proceeded from the ynholeſome ayre of the Citie, wherfore 
 heewas reſolued to lead him into the countrey. Now hee 
had a houſe,a daies iourney fromParis,builtin a Lake,with- 
inthe middle of a greatParke called Beauplain: the ſituation 
whereof, being pleaſant beyond expreſsing, would haue re- 
ioyced {orroyv it {elfe. Thither did he invite Liſander coge- 
ther with three or foure friends; and: (alta alſo, without 
whom the feaſt was of no value,went along with them. 

It wasthenin the Spring,when the earth, morebeauti- 
full than at any other time of the yeare, renueth her counte- 


 nance,and deckerh herſelfe in her richeſt apparell. There 
| Cleander 
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(leander and ( alifa,continuing vato Lifander their accuſto- 
med louing engercainment, madetriall, that the countrey re- 
creatios which they gaue him, together with all other honeſt 
delights,vwere no berrer remedies for his languiſhing ; than 
thepleaſures of the Cirie, The exerciſe of Hunting, which 
was ordinary with them,could hot diuerthis fantalie : yari- 
 etie of company, wherewirh he was ecuery day viſited, did. 
bur increaſe his cuill, and gaue him occaſion to ſteale our of 
their companies ,. to entertaine himſelfe alone with his 
thoughts,vwhich hedurſtnor communicate to any body li- 
uing. Oneday,they hauingmadea match to hunt angui 
lying Stagge,Cal:/ia hauing ſtayed at home wirth"a yongy 
brothet of Cleanders , called Berontus ; after ſometime wal- 
ked out with her brother in lavy to ſee their return from the 
hunting : and as ſhe was attheſide of a wood in the middle 
of the Parke,ſo thicke, that ſolirarinelle perpetually reſides 
there,in the ſhadow of an impenitrable leafinefle, ſhe heard 
a voyce, which,in bewayling manner , proceeded fromthe 
bottome of this wood. In the beginning ſhe could not yn- 
derſtand the complaint, but going ſomevyhar neerer vie 
Berontus,vvho only conduct her ; ſheeheard theſe words. 
Poore Li/ander,muſt thou conſume in theſe woods the mi 
ſerable remainder of thy youth , and vnprofitably loſe thy 
life, both in abſence and vnknovwne ynto her who is the 
cauſe thereof? Muſtthou needs = obſcurely , without ha- 
uing the contentment to let her ſee, in thy death, the ſacrifice 
which thou offcreſt varo her of thy life? O faire Cali/ta;is it 
poſsible thar ſuch a diuinitieas yours,fhould berignorant 
thoſe extreame affeftions.which you ſtirre in me, and hane 
no feeling of thoſe flames which you fo lively kindle in m 
ſoule ! Can it be,that a cauſe ſo faire ſhould be Jetwrantalth 
neceſſary an effect as my loue ? O God, ſuffernocthis want 
of knowledgein her,tobe a puniſhment vnto me,for my ins | 
gratitude vnto Cleander.- O Liſander, thou doſt violate,coge> 
ther with the lawy of hoſpitalitie,the moſt perfe&t friendſhip 
inthe world : Neyther canſt thou hope 7 pardon-in any. 
reſpect but onely in this , that thou att forced by a beautie 
which bendeth euery thing vnder the violenceo what” x 
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neſſe,and whoſeexcellencie notalone lefſenerh thy faulc, bur 
maketh thee worthie of pardon, and alſo of merit. By theſe 
words they knew nor alone the ſubiect of this complaint, 
which was loue; bur alſo the perſon that made it, who was 
Liſander,and her for whom ir was made, who was Califta 
Itisnot to be ſpoken, who was more abathed of Caliita or 
Berontus : for this paſsion was equally vnknowne to them 
both. Bur (ali/ta was moſt aſhamed and moſt grieued,al- 
though her innocency was ſufficiently witneſſed by this 
complaint. And indecd it was enough to haue troubled a 
&y able and wiſe woman, for ſhe did not know, whether 

be ought to intreat her brother in law to hold his peace,or 
er husband;or whether ſhe were beft to hide or difco- 

uer that, which. might be told by his brother, and where 
there was no lefſe danger to conceale it, than ſcandall to de- 
Clare it : Neuertheleſſe dilembling her thought, ſhee went 
on,as if ſhe had not heard wy word of tnis dilcourſe; Beron- 

2#5,vvho was none of Liſanders beſt friends,jcalous of the o- _ 

uermuch love which his brother did beare him , had a faire 
occaſion to diuide them ; but he,confidering that he ſhould 
wrong his {ifter,and not willing to imbroile his brothers 
Heart with ſo miſerable apaſsion as Teloulte, nor to ruine the 
affetion which he ought vnto his wife, in deſtroying that 
which he ynduly bare vnto Liſander ; reſolued in himſelfe to 
Jay nothing : But all theſe conſiderations were apart, andin 

t OE; out communicating any word ene vnto the 0- 
ther. In thecnd Berontws,ſeeing thar Caliſts returned vvith- 
out ſaying aword,ſpake vnto her inthis manner : I doe not 
won a, "gw Liſanders \anguiſhing, butI rather wonder 

_ atyourerueltie,vvho ſo vngratefully ſuffer a Knight of his 
merit todyc,without taking any care or knowledge of the 
wounds which your beautiegiueth him. Brother, ſaid(ali- 
fta,you ſhevy as muchfolly in entertayning me thus with his 

ll as he doth in complayning, if it be truethat he hath for- 
gotten himſclfe ſo much ;for I am vnwilling to heare,cyther 

your diſcourſe or his complaint. But becauſe we may hauc 

no more cauſe of ſuſpicion thereof, and that the houſe may 


be as well free from ſuſpicion as from crime, Idoe coniure

you to remoue away the cauſe, and to finde ſome meanes ſo 
ro driue him away,that I may haue no more cauſe to.com- 
plaine of the good which ( yqu ſay ) hee wiſheth ynto: me, 
Siſter,ſaid Berontns,it is a butineſle, vwhereinI cannot ſeruc 
you to my deſire, becaule it heeſhould complaine ynto my.

When his man was returned from the 
Courr,he vent vnto Cleander ; who was then alone in his 
chamber with his vvife; and haning communicated his ler- 
rers vnto him, he entreated him nortorake iramiſle if he did 
depriue himſelfe of the happineſle yyhich heecnioyed in his 
company,fora ſmall time; which hedid aflure im,ſhould

_ comparable yalour; who riding as faſt as hee could Rok. 
without ſtaying all the reſt of the day, came vpon the begin- 
ning of the euening into the entrance of the Forreſt of Foun- 
tcaine Bleay, The knowledge which ( eſpecially in France) 
is ſo frequent of this royall houſe (theproudeſt, I chinke, in 
the world) ſhall keepe me from beautifying this my Storie 
with the deſcription thereof, although it were one of the 
moſt glorious ornaments wherewith I could enrich it; Ic 
ſhall ſuffice onely to ſay , That our Kings haue heretofore 
builc it for the pleaſure of hunting , in the middle of the 
Launds and Forreſts, from whence it vyas called the Deſerts 
of Fountaine Bleau, Liſander then entring into this Forreſt, 
onely with one mana horſebacke, who wayted ypon him 
in his chamber, and rwwoFootmen which ranne by him, had 
not ridden a hundred paces, when he was told by the report 
of ſeuenor eight Harquebuſhes, and Piſtoll-ſhot, andthe 
crycs of many perfons,that there was fighting neer him. He 
preſently ſpurred his luſty Horſe that hee had vnder him, 
which carried him ſuddenly into the middle of tenne or 
twyelue Theeues, who were murdering of a braue Gentle- 
man,hauing laid two of his men ypon the ground, and ſcat- 
tered three or foure others, who had accom panied him : He 
neverthelcfle defended himſelte valiantly with his Sword , 
hauing alreadic diſcharged his Piſtoll vpon one of the 
Thecues , wherewith hee lay byting the ground withthe 
Gentlemans two men. Lyſander ſeeing how branely this 
Gentleman acquitted himſelfe, moued with his one natu- 
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rall courage,ler flye his Piſtoll,and almoſtinan inſtancrthruſt 
himſelfe amongſt the rour with his Sword and his Horſe,e- 
uery one of which had his effect ;rhe Piſtoll laid one along, 
with his Herlche ouerthrevv a ſecond,8& with his {word he 
killed a third , and all inſo ſhort a ſpace, that one muſt haue 
had a quick diſcerning, who had not iudged'ir to be onea- 
tion: His Sword hee hadnor long vicd, before the ground 
was [trawed with bloud,and diſmembred parts ofthe Rob- 
bers, who were ſooner killed and vanquiſhed thanthey 
could almoſt thinke that any ſuccour was comn vntothe 
Gentleman ; who alſo ſavy himlſelfe delivered, before hee 
could rhinke of helpe. Liſander after this bloudie execution 
comming neere vnto him,ſavy that hee yyas areyerentolde 


man;,hauing his head and beard all white; of whom he de- 


manded how he did after his combat ? Well, anſwered hee,l 


thanke God & your good _ whom l am reducable 
for my life : but I am grieued tor my men,who areeyther all 
loſt or dead. For thoſe which are dead (anfwered Liſarder ) 
thereis no calling of them againe, but for the reſt; theycan- 
not be loſtſo neere the Court, whitherI thinke you arego- 
ing: Its true, ſaid the old Gentleman, that I'am going thi- 
ther,but not to make any ſtay, for iris long lince my age and 
the contentmentof a free life, which I haue accuſtomed my 
ſelfe vnto at home, haue exempted me from that honourable 
ſcruitude. But {eauing this diſcourſe vnto another time, [ 
vwould faine ſee if among thoſe which lye for dead,there is 


none of mine yer aliue : Saying this, he alighted, and Liſander 


alſo,vvhoſe men by this time were comn vntorthem, andea- _ 


ſed them of this labour. They looking amongſt them who 
lay vpontheground, found rwvo of theold mans ſeruants hill 


breathing,alchough vwwounded in many parts of their bodies 


as well with ſhot-as with (words : They called the other 
 vvith lowd cryes,vvhich ſoundin through the Forreſt,help- - 


ed by the ſilence of the night and ſolirarineſle of the place, 
came vnto their cares , 'vwvho hearing-themlſclues —_— 
their names,and by their Maſter vvhom they thoughrdead; 


returned tothe place yyhere they had left him; Li 


lefſe content vvith thegoodferuice vvhich he had doneyng ; 
: "Ts his 
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this Knight,than he himſcltc was ioyfull for! the recouery of 


« ſertants.. the two firſt which were found wounded a- 
> 7775 Arp Gentlemen (as ſuch had rather dye ar 
their Maſters feere,than ſue their liues by ſhametull flying) 
whom he cauſed to belifted vpon their horles, ſetting the 0- 
thers behinde to hold them vp, and fo they procceded in 


 theiriourny toward FountainBleau.By the way,vvhich was 
 agood league and more, Liſander intreated. this Knight to 


ardon his curioſitic, if itdid ſtretch ſo farre, as to detireto 
Eh the cauſe of this accident, at leaſt, if this his'requeſt 
might not ſeeme too much imporrunitie. 'Theoldeman, 
lwokin Liſander tedfaſtly in the face, as much as the darke- 
neſle of the night would giue him leaue, and thinking him 
the braueſt and beſt faſhioned Gentleman that euer hee be- 
held, anſwered him in this manner: Not alone of this acci- 


 dent,whereofl cannot tell you the cauſe, bur alſo of all my 


life (which you haue ſaued, obliging mee thereby to holdir, 
nextafter God,of your Sword ) I will giue you ſuch an ac- 
count,chat alchough I cannot ſatisfe my obligation, I will 
ſatisfic (at leaſt) your curioſttie. to 

My countrey is Normandy , my houſe called Bellayre, I 
am named Dorilas , I haue ſpentthe moſt part of my litein 
the warres, and feyy memorable actions haue beene in my 
timein Chriſtendome , wherein haue not had the honour 
to be. ;[ followed the fortune of Mounſier du Mayn, in that 
famous bartell of Lepantho,where Don Tobn of Auſtrige and 
the Venctians madethe Eaſterne Sea loake redde with the 


_ Turkiſh bloud. Along time after,l was with old Mounſier 


de Guiſe, in that feircfull battell of Anneau , when with a 
handfull of Yolenteers he defeated manie thouſands of Rei- 
fters,vvhich were come from theRoanevnto the bankes of - 
Loiere. Afterwards I was withthelate Mounfier de Mercu- 
ry,vvhen he made that great and neuer-enough celebratedre- 
traict of Cauiſe, where he retyred many leagues in Hungary 
beforea hundred thouſand horſe,with an Army of fifteene 
thouland men. Finally,willing toretire my ſelfe,] married 2 
wite in'nine owne countrey, whoſe nameis Otranta,vvho 
hath borgevatome a ſonne, whoſe name is Liddian, and a 


daugh-. 
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daughter whois called (ali/ta, and norlong fince married to 
a Knight of this: countrey called (leander; It is:now eight 
dayeslince departed from my houſe: and 'my wife,ourt of a 
defire which I had to ſeemy children; one ot whom I hate 
ſeene bur once ſince his comming our of Italy : Nowy he fok 
lowesthe King ; and the other lives abour-a dayes journey 
hence, with the Knight her husband, whom cuen.now I na- 
med. "This afternoon 1 departed from Paris, vvhete ll haue 
ſtayed theſe three dayes,, and asI came from thence on:this 
ſide of Auſlone,the tkeeues ſet ypon mexthey hauingfolloyy- 
ed me vntill Icameinto this wood ; where I had met yvith 
my goraue,if you had not happily ſuccoured me. *Thus briefs 
ly you haue wharI can iy of my fortune and my life.” Bur 
gentleKnight (it it pleaſe you ) I'pray'tell-mee yourname; 
thatT may knovy vnto'vvhom I may gine' thankes for my 
reſeruation':for itisvnrcaſonable that T ſhould not knovy. 
LEE ato vyhom,of all mer it-the:world, Tammoſtobli- 
goed. nor that youſhould refuſe this courteſfie vnto/him,vnts 
vvhom you haue notrefaſcd ro-expole yourlite forthe lafery 
of his. Sir,anſwered Liſander,l am a pooxeſouldict;ſo little 
knowne in the world; 'thatthouph'-ſhould tell'you my 
name, you would neuet the better know my perion'::yer 
thus much I vvill ſay, that Iam come out.of thoſe parcs, 
whither you are going,and doknow, by:good intelligence, 
that thoſe-yvhom you goetoſee/;:are:in,good health! AndT 
haue heard ſo much good of their merits-ahd-yertues;that'T 
account the ſmall ſeruice-yyhich Thaue done you,:exbceding 
vvell imployed, although tbe oncly confideration/and fame 
vvhich I have hcard publiſhed of your valour (vebercofyou 
have made large proofe in this. encounter }doth aliedg

armes. Liſander did neuer vndercake a quarrell with more 
griefe: not that he did doubt Alcidon,or that he was not wil- 
hag to ſerue Clarangeus; bur hee did confider the diſpleaſure 
w hich he ſhould doe vnto Dorilas, whom he had ſo freſhl 
obliged, vntoCleander,who loued him ſo Wcty,codwehab 
was morethan the reſt,vnto ( alta, in aſviſting a man a- 

ainſt her brother : but the French paſsion (which in this re- 
ſpectis beaſtly, and conſtrainech thoſe who doe deteſtthis 
pernicious cuſtome,rto obſcrue it, and to embrace a falſe ho- 
nourin ſtead ofa true) made him paſſe ouer all thoſe conſ1- 
derations. Thus vent they towards theircombar ; Alcidon 
brings chem into a meadow, where Lidian ſtaycd for them 
vpon agood horſe, with a {word by his ſide: there, baui 
all alighted,and pur themſelues into their ſhirts, Alcidon any 
Liſander left Lidian with Clarangeus,and went apart about a 
hundred paces,where being readie prepared, they tati one at 
the other, and at the firſt encounter were both vyvounded, 
Liſander gaue him a very great wound in his hg IE 
ran thorow,and he himſelfe vvas vvoundediin the left arme, 
ſo that the oneloſt the vſe of his thigh, and the other of his 
arme : Burt Alcidon fell dovwyne, vato whom Liſander ſaid, We 
fight bur for our friends,and for our honour, withour anic 

articular occaſion of hatred to each other, wherefore you 
Lenin ſome of my bloud, ſuffer me, I pray , though vowil- 
lingly,tocarric away this of yours, and that remayning your 
friend 1 may goe ſeparatethoſe whom a ſmall ERIE 
| madeenemies. This being ſaid, withour ſtaying foranfyver, 
hee ran vnto Lidian and (larangeus, .whoſe combate had 

ocecded in this manner, Lidian had made a thruſt vnto 
Clarangeus, which lighted ypon his Rapier, and going JE 
ryveene/the barres of the hilts, wounded him.in his ri 
hand,bur he himſelfe was vvounded in the left hand, arid 
Sword, ingaped in the hilts of his aduerſaxies, 
middle: TEA ſceing Lifander comrung tabyards 
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| hisf\word naked and bloudy, and not ſceing Alcidon,hee did 


verily chinke chat he had killed him, and came now to helpe 
his 'iriend ; wherefore leeing wwo {uch enemies vpon his 
hands atonce , and himſelfe wichouta ſword (for whom 
two had beene too little )that he was In extremirie,it may ea- 
fily be imagined : yer difſembling his chought, een. 
£0 couer his preſsing and manifeſt danger, as one who ha 

rather loſe a thouſand liues than one title of honour ; he caſt 
which way hee might zeuenge his death, which hec did be- 
leeueto be yneuitable , when Liſander threw himſelfe be. 
rvveene their weapons,and before Clarangeus could haue li- 
bercie to ſpeake one word, hee cryed vnto them, Sirs, you are 
both-noble,both bloudie, and both friends, withour hauing 
afiy aduantageone of the other, or if there be any,itis rather 
due vnto fortune than valour,which is uy berwecene you; 
Ieoniureyou to giue your difference ( which is but ſmall ) 
yntoFyour ancient friend{hip which was ſo great, and vnto 
this bloud,which Alcidon and I haue ſhed for your pleaſure. 


 How,faid Clarangeus?and ſhall not Lidian confteſle himſeltfe 


vatiquiſhed, being alone, and without a {word , againſt vs 
ewo 2 Neuer vanquiſhed though killed , anſwered Lidian , 
foralthough you kill me, yet I willneuer want courage to 
dy&thoughT want armes to defend my ſelfe. Line then in- 
nincible,faid (Clarangens, for it ſhall neuer be ſaid thatT tri- 
timph over yourather by fortune than vertue. Ah,ſaid Lidte 
a#,now thou haſt vanquiſhed me,in ſaying I ſhould remaine 
muncible.mylife being in thy hand, which thou haſt gene- 
- fr hen I vvould not haue beggedit to haue re- 
deemed it from death. In ſaying this, he To away the reſt 
of bis {word;and ran to embrace ſometimes C larangeus,and 
ſometimes Liſander (hauing reares in their eyes out of tender 
lr pally (larangeus,vvho was more particularly tou- 
ched with his former affe&tion ) equally thanking themfor 
cheircourtche; In the meane time Liſander loſtmuch bloud, 
and Micidonrore,vyhereby he was nor able to riſe; yvhere-

/ "ferchan vvith his vvound ; but when he knew the happy 
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{ucceſſe of their combar ; his contentment made him forget

Now this challenge could notbecarried ſo ſecretly but 0.

I neuerſaw him bur by night, yet me thought he had the fa- 
ſhion and figureof an Angell, neytherin all my life did Tee 
any thing more courteous or more humble: neuerthelefſe 
hedid tne this diſpleaſure to conceale his namealthough his

Of the one {ide was the Marquefle 
Spinola,General of his Highneſles Army,vvho by his exploits 
againſt Oſtend 'and Sluſe had gotten immorrall renowne 
with the Spaniards and Walloones, who: vwithour bragging 
may. becalled good ſouldiers,and who doe beſt obſerue the 
diſcipline of warre of any nation of the world ;and among 
all other, the braue Count Bucoy,and our French/Terraile. O! 
che other {ide was the valorous Prince. Manrice ; of whom 
wwe ſpake euen nov, vndet whoſe namealone, in one vyord 
may be comprehended all warlike vertue;accompanied with 
his yonguebrother,vwho dothnohly imitatehim,as themelf 
pertect example which he can follow with a brauc Army, © 
but not{o ſtrong as the enemy, compoled for the moſt wy 

of French and Engliſh, tvyo of the warlikelt nations this day, 
or which cuer haue beene vpon the earth: oner whomhi-. 
ned (like two great ſtars in acleere night) the dead Bethune 
and the braue Caſtillion; The firtt dying with +l RY 
of knowing berter the art of warre,thanany man of France; 
and the other (hauing had agrandfarher,' an wncle, a father, 
and a brother,who, intheſe our dayes, haue filled che world 
with the knowledge and admiration of their yalour,) lineth. 

Li/ander, 
pen pounding theſe reaſons vnto Cleander , the better to build

940" to yas with (aliſta his brother Berentus "M ho 
(not thinking it honourabletorhim deing yongue,and a bar- 
chelor,co remain ſhut vp in a houſe, whilelt hiseider brother 
expoſed himſelfe vnto thedangers of warre )entrearedto be | 
excuſed. Alcidon, Lidian and Clarangeus hearing allo of it, 
would needs go along. Liſander ſecing ſo brauc reſolutions, 
promifed in himſelfe ro do ſuchdeeds of armes in their com- 
panic,that he would force C ali/ta's obſtinacie , and make her 
25 amorous of his valour, as he was of her beautie. Caliſta 
knowing that Liſander,not being able to endure her angry 
preſence,did depriue her of her beloued husband , was ſo 
extreamely grieued therewith, that ſhee began much to re- 
pent that euerſhe had driven him torhat reſolution, by her 
rigour : And not finding a better meanes to breake off 
this journey, than by his meanes who had firſtpropounded 

itſheendeuoured to fall into ſome ſpeech with him before 

their departure were fully refolued vpon, with as much car- 
 neſtneſle as formerly ſhee had auoided his entertainment, 
hoping to effect ſo much with him, and hee with (leander , 
that this enterprize ſhould be laid by. To that end therefore 
{he (the very ſame day) willing coentertaine him,came vnto 
_ thewindowy,faining to leane there where he was ſtanding : 
Lifander ſeeing her come, ſeeming to apprehend her com- 
ming thither to be onely to reſt her ſelfe, with a great rene- 
rence forſaketh the place,and goeth to talke with Alcidon and 
Claranges. \t is not to be told , whetherdeſpite or ſhame 
were greater in ( alia: ſhe onely ſaid in her ſelfe, I will run 
no mcreafter him,although I ſhould loſe whatſoeuer is dee- 
reſtynto me.

(leander having brought his wife vnto this refolution] 
rwodayesafter he rookeeaueof herftogoe vntoParis ts ac- 
commodare him there of ſuch things as were moſtineceſſary 
for his voyage; againe were there teares renued at ſopitrifull/ 
a departure. Li/ander had much adoe-to' contaidie,. having 
his heart ſo pierced with anguiſh, that he could nor ytterone' 
word. Truely Cleander him(elfe went away leflefaddethant = 
hee. But (aliftavpon a ſudden reduced into ſogtear a:ſoli- 
tarineſſe,and depriued of all things which yyere moſt dears 
vnto her inthe world;,was moſt afflicted. 177-0608 
The Knights being comevnto Paris, andintyyodayes ac- 
commodated.eſpecially of good Armes,they wenrtinto HoE 
land,and (to make ſhort) put themſclues into RemeBerkea 
liccle before it was beſieged. My intention is not: here'to 
write the generall or particular actions of that lee, becauſe 
it is not the ſubie&t of my Pen ; onely I will ſay, That among 
thoſe which got extraordinary fame of my ſnow! lge,be- 
ſides our aducnturers, were Mounſteurs de Sowbiſſe,de Fleis, de 
Bowrquart,and de (anaillaice : and that in one;of many braue 
Sallies which were made, Alcidon and ( larangeus being car- 
ried away wounded with two Musketſhor , the one in the 
ſhoulder and the other in the legge, Berontus taken a 
and Lidian and Cleander ſo-ingaged, that they could expect 
nothing but death or impriſonment ; they were fuccoured ſo 
valiantly by Liſanders inctedible vertue;thartit might be truly 
ſaid their lines and libertie were preſerued by him. Aftrange 
felicitieof a man,and more vrdethe to beenuied for the ioy 
he felt,that he had ſo obliged her whom heloued, not onely 
in the perſon of her father & her brother, butinherhusband- 


alſo,than for the glorie whieh he receiucd: for alt 
G 2 ; were 
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rethen publikely honoured of all,and aftertheſtege high. 
ly prot EI by SO Maurice , and admircd of all the 
States ; yet:the occaſion which Fortune lenthim to ſerue his 
Miſtteſle,and to acknowledge (leanders loue, was moree- 
fieemed than the honour for which he had fo nobly hazzar- 
ded his life. Novv- as the skill of beſteging places in theſe 
our dayes,and rather in that countrey than any place of the 
world.iscome to ſuch perfeftion , that there is no towne 
which is impregnable, Reyne Berk hauing held5our three 
moneths againſt the attewprs of the beſtegers , rather by the 
valour of the beſieged, than by the ſtrength thereof, yeelded 
vpon compoſition. The States hauing paid Beroneus his ran- 
ſome, and Alcidon 'and (larangeus being healed of their 
wounds; our Warriers couered-with Laurell returned into

Neuerthelefle as they gane not place one 
vnro the othet in affe&ion,ſo they did notyceld one ynto the 
other in $kill how ro diſſembleit: for Olinda had alwayes 
loued Lidian,yet ſo diſcreetly hid it, that hee himſelfe could 
not diſcerne it ; and from thence proceeded the quarrell

A moneth after C aliſtz 
came vnto Bellaire. newes came of Berontus bis taking priſo-

extreame danger wherein Lidianand Cleander were; which 
had beene to Fer viter loſle, if Liſanders incomparable ver- 
tne had not freed them. This nevves came like an vnreliſta-

only the pleaſure: Burit continued not long, forone ofthe 
braue Knights of the Court, agreat fauorire of the King, cali 
led (loridon,running firſt againftone of the ſtrangers; was 0- 
uerthrowne from his horſe, and vyounded-not-onely | 


the ſharpe tele, bur alſo with/a ſplinter of the ſtaffe. Agd

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risficd with their ations, returned to the Louure , leaving 


lefſe wasſo ſorrowtull, that he cauſed the tilting toceaſe al. 
moſt ſo ſdone as it was begun, intreating the ſtrangers to dif. 
couer themſclues ; who pulling off their Helmets to doere- 
erence ynto him, were knovwne to bee Frenchmen, and 
thoſe who about three moneths ſince went from Beauplaine 
with (leander and Liſander, who was the man that had In- 
ted: theſe men comming from Holland , had agreed to 
make their entrance into Paris in this manner. TheKing 
glad toſcethem,morecalily bearing thar ( loridon ſhould be

many proofes of his valour one ypon another, that the laſt 
_ firſt forgotten. This Argire whom wee here na- 
med,vvas a faire Ladie,, wha among many {laues ynto her 


beaurie,had captiuared Alcidon,xwho was not long before he 


came vnto her. Lidian alſa and (larangeus tooke eyther-of 
them Olinda by the arme ; who remembring the bloudte + 
quarrellwhich they for her ſake had had berweene them, 
was in great care to contetitithem borh vvith ſuch indiffe- 
rence,thatthey might haue no cauſe to: be icalous : and Cle- 
ander with Liſanderſaluting Cal/ta,inkiffing her, ſaid in her 
eare, Friend , make much 'of-this Knight ; tor without hitn 
your brother and [had not beene here now. Sir, anſwered 
Caliia,thisisnor the firſt time that he harh obliged vs,and 
thathis good offices haue exceeded all meanes of acknovw- 
ledgement.: Bur yeralthough he hath taken from vs thepo- 
wer,thexvillat the leaft ſhall remaine with-ys, which is on- 
lyleft vato vsto-pay:thoſe inualuable courteſies,, Madam, - 


replied Li/ander,cheſeruices which 1 haue done you,areſmal 
in reſpetot thoſe which I, together with all the world, doe 
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owe vnto your merit ; and thinke you doe reproach mefor 
cheir ſmalneſle,when you ſpeake of their greatneſſe,and thar 


ſo highly honouring ſuch poore actions, you would make 


me bluſh out of ſhame tharl haue done them./,Many other 
diſcourſes paſt. berwweene them,vwhich1 .omir;defiring rather. 
to relate matter than words. They retired all. rogether Vato: 
Cleanders houſe, where ( ali/ta prevailed with Olindaand Jr. 
gireto ſtay ſupper, belides whom, they were viſued with 
many other Ladies,and Mownſieurs ofthe Count, . After ſup- 
per Liſander, Alcidon, Lidian,and Clarangeus,leauibg ( leander 
and Berontus to entertaine thoſe which came in; retired 
themſclues to the Ladies,vvho wereapart, and entertayned 
them with extraordinary diſcourſes, becauſe Liſander could, 
not ſpeake particularly to Caliſta betore the companie, nor 
Alcidon to Argire,and leſle could. Lidian ſpeake vnto. 01inda;. 
becauſe of ( larangens , who, gathered all their words ;; and 
beſides the paſſions of loue;felt alſo thole of icaloulie; whers 
forc Olindg ſpake to ncyther of them as little as ſhe could,

knowes) farre from. his heart, ſtood as if hewerethere only 
to iudge of others diſcourſ&And you braue Sir,ſaid ſhe,wwill 
you be alvwaies as free as you are inuincible ? Can ic. be that 
ſo much valor can bealtogether vnaccompanied. vvith loues, 
 Wearcall vahappie,and ought ro account little of our beau.

Liſanders laſt vyords,pronounced vvith thegrace of his ſing- 
ing,and mingled wit. ſomereares, letthem know thathee 
yvas truely amorous,and toixched the heart, not alone of the 
Ladies,bur alſo of the Knights ſo.deepely , that compaſsion 
ſprung vpin ſtead of enuie. Cali her felt was moued vn- 
toſo greatpittie, thatſhee repented of her intreatinghimto 
ſing. Thus all the company being raiſed into admiration, 
ni. their memoriesfilled withthis obie&,loſt themſeluesin 
this pleaſure. Being now night, there came a Page into the 
Hall,whoasking toſpcake withLiſander,was ledde vnto the

ſaid aloud vnto. him, Sir, there is at thedoorea Lady, 
vwho hearing of Foot ſafe arriuall home, ſendeth you agood 
might by me; which ſhe had rather giue you her ſclfe, if you 
would be pleaſed to take the paines to goe downeintothe 
ſtreete.

occaſion of affli&tion,out of feare that ſhe haddiſcoucred het 
loue. Neuerthelefle it was teceiued by Cleandey,as an honeſt 
and pitcifull affection which ſhe truly bare vnro the vertues 
and merrits of Liſander, who hauing recouered knowledge 
with ſo feeble a voyce thathecould hardly be heard , had yer 
loſtthe memorie of all that was paſt; neyther did he know 
vvhy.qr whercof he yvas ſicke.

(as lovers haue ſtrange phanraſics , and content themſelues 
with whatcthey can get, when they cannot get vyhar they 
would ) made &zdian thinkethis his raking of a houſe was 
_—— ro make him forget her. Wherfore belecuing 
that hee vvas: po ve of his promiſe, and no more to be 
boundrocheoarh which was firſt broken by his riuall, hee 
found the meanes tomeer Olinda one cuening in the garden 
' of the Tuilferyes, where ſheyygas gone to walk, & there(with 
| lometeares) complayningof the torment which he ſuffered. 
in his abſence,by the commandement which ſhe had giuen 
not to ſee her,vhich (ooorens had diſobeyed ,In taking 4 
houſe ſo neere hers; expreſled his loueſo lively vato _—_

Olinda who truely loued him, and did:tiot like thar laran- 


genus had taken a lodging ſo neere hers, beleeuing that he had 


done it to obſcrue her actions; ſuffered him to ſee her atcer- 


tain houres; which ſhe did alsign vnto him ſo ſecretly, tharir 


was not percciued by Clarangeus, alrhough her neere neigh- 


bour. Thee viſites vere by night: Olimdareryred her ſelfe - 


early, & went late to bedde ; and when cuery one elſe was a-" 
ſleepe,Lidian without any followers or light, was brought 
into her houle,and ſpent a grear partof the night with her 
alrhough with: all che koneſt reſpect which could bee be- 
rvvecne honourable louers : Bur tho Moone, enuious of Li- 
dians fortune , diſcouered him to iealous Clarangeus,, who 
watching like a Dragon at a window vvhich Tookedinto 
the ſtteere a little vpon the one {ide from his Miſtreſſes; fawy 
him come out trom thence about two houres after mid- 
night. The vnficneſle of the time, and the aſtoniſhment to 
ſee him cometrom a place where his vvord and friendſhip 
had barred him the entrance, raiſed ſuch humours in: his 
braine;rhat hee could hardly conraine himſelfe : and'to per- 
fe&t the caule of his complaint, Lidian being inthe ſtreere,and 
Olinda in her vvindovy ; they rooke new 2200 one of the'o- 
ther (vwithourchinkingior remembring of their iiohbomg 
wath ſuch amorous words from Lidian, and fo tauourable 
from 0linda,that Clarangeus fell from an ague into a fener, 
and Lidian (as if he had not had leiſure in two houres,vwhich: 
he was vvith her to ſpeake, ſo blindeare borh louc and 1o- 
vers) intreated her to' fling him dovyne her handkerchiefe, 
that he might haue the contenttmentro lodge with it,;andro: 


embrace itall night; in remembrance of rhe-deereft perſon 


vnto him'in the world. Olinda , who was otherwayes'dil- 


creet and wile, fo farre yeeided vnto his prayers, that as well 
to ſarisfhe his importunitie,as norro: let him-ſtay any longer. 
thete,caſt ic vnto him,thinking thathe would goe his wayſo 
ſoone as hehad raken it vp : Bur.the windejealous of this fa- 
uour, blevv it vpon the barres of Clarangeus windovy,] wwho” 
ſavy this action with a motion of {o violent a paſsion ; that 
impatience arid rage were _ ro haue carried him intothe 
ſreer,, thereto decide by a laſt combate the:difference\and 


& - jealouſte 
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:ealoulic of their loue. Olinda and Lidian werein no leſſe 
pain,perceiuing(alchough roo late) cheir vndilcreet improui. 
dence; yet her Gentlewomanrunmng ſpeedily with a pole, 
got down the handkerchief,vwvhich Lidian catching before it 
cameyntothe ground, and in his Milſtreſles {ighr louingly 
kilsing ir, retired himſelfe,leauing vnto her a good night,and 
vnto(larangeus the worlt that euer he felt. "The next mor. 
ning they failed not to meer at the Maſle, rather to ſee Olinda 
than for any devotion: where Clarangeus comming vnto Li- 
dian, ſaid, You cannot now deny that you haue not ſecne 
Madam Olinda, both againſt her command and your pro- 
miſe, Againſtmy promiſeI doe confeſle, anſwered Lidzan, 
becauſe you haue made mediſpence with it, in firſt breaking 
your , but not againſt her commandement , becaulc 
itted me,asſhedid formerly forbid me. 
rang2us prouoked with this anſwer, ſaid, Wherein haue

| they could finde to agree them,was tointreat them thar their 
difterences might be determined by her will, who was the 
cauſe thereof. Lidianarthe firſt word conſented hereunto, 
alluring himſelfe of 0linda's fauour : but Clarangens diſtruſt- 
ing his cauſe, would not referreg himſelfe ynto the 1udgement 
of a woman, alreadie gained by his aduerſaric; yet Alcidon 
and Cleander vied fo manie per{waſtons vnto him, thathee 
yeelded,it Olinda made choile of Lidian for her ſeruant, (la- 
ratgeus ſhould leaue her ſeruice,and ſhould neuer pretend a- 
ny1in herloue, and inlike manner, if ſhe ſhould rather chuſe 
F; arms Lidian ſhould forbeare any furtherſuit, and neuer 
come 1n any place where he might hope for grace or fauour 
: from her. Commiſion to geliuer this agreement ynto Olin- 
da, was giuen vnto thoſe who had made it, & their honours 
vere ingaged tothe performance of theſe conditions , decla- 
ringthemlclues enemies vnto the firſt breakers thereof. 0- 
linda being equally offended with them both, belecuing alſo 
that ſhee had powet to call backe Lidian whenſhee pleaſed, 
and not thinkingit fitto make choile of one, and ofitnd. the 
other,reſolicd to be rid of them both ; intreating both the 
one and the other to abſent themſelues; and promiling:to 
chule him for herhusband who ſhould laſt comevnto her, 
The Oracle proceeding from this mortall goddeſle,fo vnex- 
peed by thoſe who asked it, fo aſtoniſhed (larangins, bur 
moſt Lidian, that the next morning, without communica- 
ting their deſigne,or taking leaue of any perſon, they got to 
horſe, leauing the Court and al-their friends in greatſor, 
roVw. - +:4uns 
In the meane time feeble Li/ander by little and little reco- 
uered his ſtrength, and no lefle by (ali/ta's charmes than by 
the Opzrators Kill ( who onely applyed his falues vnto the 
doublet) loſt the paine of his wounds : Thecontentment 
which he recciued 1n her companie was ſogreat,that fearing 
toloſe that, he was vnwilling to be healed; outof whichre- 
ſpect, when ſhe asked of him how his wounds were, hean- 
ſwered.Better than I vvould, Madam, becauſe the gt rr | 
whichIreceiucinyour moſtdeare compar Ne nttely 


furpaſle the paine wyhich they put me to; an Idoeſo A ch 
es - | fear 
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"care the loſing of this glorie when Iſhall be healed, that to 
ſons it eternally world wiſh them incurable. Calif 
tly ſmiled at theſe words, and told him , that hee ſhould 
only rake care for the healing of them, and after they ſhould 
 enioy more pleaſure being whole, than in being ſicke. Bur 
wharpleaſure Madam anſwered Liſander, can 1 hope from 
your rigour,if you vſe me alwayes according vnto your ac- 
cuſtomed manner ? You complaine without cauſe, replyed 
(alifta,knowing (as you doe well) vnto what extremutie | 
haue beene reduced to pleaſe you: but as it isſaid , to be wil- 
ling to be healed is a beginning of health, onlyBe willing to 
behealed,thatl may ſee you once doe what I deſire. With 
theſe ſiveet words Liſander _— that Caliſta did but de- 
ferrethe remedie of his loue, vnrill the healing of his wounds 
did make him capable of the receiuing thereof: And thus de- 
ceiving his hope with his cuill, vnſenſibly he was reduced to 
his former health. Bur then when L#/andey thoughtto ga- 
ther the fruit of this loue, for which he had ſuffered ſo manie 
rigorous abſences,trauels and wounds, and that (leanders, 
Alcidon and Berontus riding after Lidian and (larangeus,wvho 
_ being gone this very day ( as we ſaid) put them all infeare 
that they were gone to fight; made him hope of afauourable 
occaſion to'enioy his Mittreſle, Sheentring(with (larinds) 
Into his chamber, {pake thus vato him:Sir,{1nce the time thac 
Iuffeted you to Ice me at Beauplaine, vnknovyne to my huf- 
band, I have. beene alvwayes followed with a multitude of 
rorments, which hauencuer leftmecin peace, and Idoe be- 
leeue,thar God hath iuſtly ſuffered them ro puniſh in methe 
wicked deſigne, Which you haue had to diſhonour a perſon 
whoentirely loueth you, although haue committed rio 0- 
ther offence; bur ſuffering that which I could nothinder, and 
that Idid notgiue notice of an iniury which you procure Vn- 
to him, who ought to be moredearevnto me than you are, 
and whoought to bemoredeare vnto youthan I am. This 
bath beefie confitmed vnto me in this laſt affliction, which L 
haue hag for your wounds ; in which time I made avow:to! 
God,that it heſhevved you fo muich mercie as to ſuffer you to 
elcape, l would nener dravy his anger ypon my head, by ha- 


ung 
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uing any conniuence with your-erime: I doe intreate you - 
therefore Sir,and coniure you by that loye which you ſay; 
and [ belecue you beare me, that if you will lone mee, you 
would loue me honourably, and 'according'to the Tous 
which I owe vnto (leander, andthe friendfhip which hee 
beares you; if not, | doe moſt humbly intrear you to pardon 
me;,if in paying the vow which Thave made ynto God); and 
in ſatisfying che iult obligations vyhich are amongſt men; I 
am conſtrained to intreate you to retyre your ſtlfe,, and vic 
thar great courage (Which you make appeare in cucty dan. 
ger ) ro ſuffer conſtantly thelofle of a perſon, who'rannor 
be acquired lavvfully by you. _ | RET! 

I would fine haue all thoſe yyho are apprehenſine of 
lone;think with wharpaticnce Liſandey could heare a ſpeech 
ſo little looked for,atthe inſtant vyhen hee'expeRted thepoſ. 
ſefling of a pleafure ſo long and ſovainly followed. Ha,Ma- 
dam,anſivered he,js itpoſsible that in the midſt of ſomanic 
faire hopes, which you haue made meconcetue of yourpitie, 
youſhould vſe me ſo ctuelly ? Is this the recompence of ſo 


manie ſeruices which I haue in os , of ſ> many dangers 


whereintoFhane throwne my ſelfe, of ſo: many vvounds 
which I hane receined, and” ſo manie paſsions vvhich I 

ſaffer 2 Had it not bechie berrer you tad then ſuffered mee ro 
dye when [vvas ſo neere death, vwhenl ſhould haue felt no 
paine,it being a kinde ofpitie to kill thoſe quickly which of

me for thoſe crimes ? and if I be not piiniſhed, who ſhallener

Thus Liſander, fomerimes injuring (aliſta; and then cry- 
ing her mercy digeſted his bitterneſſe wich ſo much anguiſh 
that he thought he ſhould end his life' with the day : info- 
much that ( leander, who in the morning left hin in good 
diſpoſition, comming home ar nighit with Aiden and Be- 
rontus without hearing nevves either of Lidian of (larangens/ 
found him ſick in his bed : Yethe roſe early in the morning 
before Sun, and went vnto (leander, who was abed with 
Coos vnto whom (hauing given him good morrow he 
 faid , thar reſting better this night, than he had done(al- 
though with terrible diſquiets out of the feare he had that 
Clarangens and Lidian Oagul hgh againeYhee found himſetE 
ſo vvell, that hee vvas reſolued neuer to reſt vntiffice had ci. 
ther foiirid the one or the other. "Bur my deare friend (aid 


Cleander ) the vveake eſtate whercin you are, willqor per- 
mit you; Leſle vvill my careſuffer me to take reſt; anfryered 
Liſander, for ifir ſhould happen ſo vnfortunately that they 
ſhould fghr again, [ſhould neuerenioy my life; When (re« 
plied (learder) vvill you come again ? SoToone as Fſhall find 
them, anſvyered Liſander , whotauing embraced him;wenr 
from hit vnto the fideof the bedde where Clif oy . vnto 
whom (in ſaluringher)he ſaid al6nd< Madam,Iſhould leque 
you with more ſorrovy, if I did not know how. acceptable 
the ſeruice will be which I gocaboutto doevnto you. Clear- 
der beleened that he ſpake thisinrefpectof Lidian, but Cali- 
fta better apprehending his ſpeeches, referred them to his de- 
parture : yet faining to: vnderftand theminvthe other ſenſe, 
anſivered thus : Sir,you haue tyed vs inſomany' bonds; that 
alchough you bring backe my brother , hardly caitvyee bee 
more obliged;for Jebtsbeing infinite, cannor be eticreaſed;

Calita,howv artificially doit thou hide thy malice, and min. 
leſt foveetneſſe with-crueltie From thence hewent:o take 
cane of Aicidon and Berontus , who would at anic hand ac: 
companie him : bur he remonſtrated vntothem , that ir was 
' Pd for them to ſeparate themlſclues , the ealiertq 
Fo their friends, So going alone, hee tooke his way to, 
wards Burgundy,and ſtayed not beforc he was come vato a 
_ fiſterof his called eabriſi , who had beene married' in that 
countrey,and rhen was a yongue widow, rich, of a grear ſpis 
rit,and of an excellent beautie, who recciuing her brother-ag - 
the deareſt thing in the world could not ſo diuert his'melan; 
choly,buttharatrer hee had Rroue the {pace of a,maneth as - 
ainlt his louc,he yeelded to the violence thereof ,,and fell 
po this melancholy.into a ſtrange lickeneſle, which proz 
duced the; moſt admirable effects that, euer memory: hath 
heard. In;themeanetime,(leander hauing/a iourney to-maks

into [caly, to diſpoſe, of ſome poſleſcions) which kee.hadin 
Naples,vato which place for thelikeeftc&t hee was accuſtos 
med to goc cuery three yeares,left Berontus with Caliſta;, ani 
Caliſtaaccompanied wrt the heauicſt ſolitarineſſe that eutf 
ſhewas reduced vato. And vatohim there hapned this-a6s 
cident lomemorable,that (I think) the like is ſeldome found 

In any hiſtorie ; He being gone agreatway in Italy,to aplace 
called Aquapendent,at whigh place alwayes in his iourneyto' 
Naples, he was accuſtomed to lodge : the place was incogs 

' ventent enough. and { leander came folate, that che lodgings. 
wereall caken;and he forced totrauell further , or lye inthe, 
ſtreets. He asked toſpeake with his old Hoſt,vwho (lidbe): 
before he would hane ſuffered mee thus to be ynprouided; 
would haue lyen out ofhis own beddefor me. Anſwwerwas: 
made,thar his old Hoſt was dead ; yet there was a chamber: 
wherea bedde (ithepleaſed) ſhould be made for bim,but ok. 
latetime it had becne frequented with ſpirits ; for 4 
"— CALiIC 
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cauſe notnandurftlye there; /Letme have a beddethere,ſaid 
(leander';1 had ratkerlye there with them, than'in'theſtreers 
with-my men. Abedde was then made'inachamberwhich 
he knewto be thevery ſame,wwherein he was accultorna 
lodged in the life time of his'old Hoſt; where having ſipped 
withrhis people,and/being readie for his bedde;; his 7; Deg 
retired-to Jooke for ſuch;lodgings' as the ſtraitnefe. of the 
houſewould affootd; leaning him with the dooreſhat yns 
ro him, fitting by.he tire fide;'preſently-hee heard amoyſe ac 
the door,andturning his head that way;heſawwa mari come 
into thechamber;of the ſameſhape; proportionandcourite- 
nance that his dead Hoſt was:who comming veto the chair 


wherein Cleander ſat; ftood (till, Redfaftly lookinghiminthe 
face, without' doing or ſaving anything: (leanderyuhoſe 
heart was capableot anything burfeare;telt newerthelefſeant 
vnknowneſhiuering run thorow all his veines; which curd 
led his bloud ;yet he had the heart/to fay'ymrovhim, Good 4 
nen my Hoſt] was told you were dead: Sol am{anſivered 
theSpitit; How then come you here, anſwered Cleander *T. 
; cometotell you that Iam killed, (ſaid hee) and" withaltraor 
intreatyon,by our ancient acquaintance;that you will cauſe 
me to be buried : you ſhall finde my bodyinſucha pit,vnder 
agreat heape of ſtones which haue beene caſt yponume. I doe 
coniure.you once againe to giue me buriall; WellmineHoſt; 
anſwered Cleander,co morrow I will cauſe you to bebutied: 
Will you nv other thing ? No,ſaid the Spirit; and giuing him 
g00d night, retyred,leauing Cleander moredefirous toſce day 
than to {lcepe : yet he was notfurther troubled all tharnight;: 
The next morning riſing verycarly,hee ſent for theluſtice of 
the place, vnto whom hauing recited the viſion which hee 
ſaw,notileeping but waking, and before hewent to bedde, 
heledde him vnto the pit which che Spirit had told him of, 
and finding it full of ſtones, they cauſed it to be emptied;vn+ 
till they found the body whichlay vnder them,cafily known 
to be the old Hoſt : cuery bodie:was aſtoniſhed at theiact, 
Cleander leftthe information of the cauſe vnto-the 1 :: 
and to acquit himſelfe of his promiſe tothe Hoſt,cauſed him 
ro be buried with an honourable ſeruice; wherein hauing.

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all that day, hee reſolued to lye that night againe in

that hee. came the night before , my Hoſte came apaine, 


and at his catrance into the chamber , hee ſaid , God:giue 
you a good cuening Sir. Cleander, who could willingly 
Fave ſpared this viſication, anſwered him, Good cuen my 
Hoſt: haue I not performed my promiſe? yes Sir, anſwe. 
red the Spirit, I am now come to thanke you, andto tell 
ou, that if you pleaſe to command me any thing where 
4 go, there is nothing Which I can doe for you, that I will 
not doe. Friend (an{wered (leander) there 1s nothing that 
L haue todoe in that Country which you ſpeake of, where. 
fore God giue you Peace, and the Reft which you deſire; 
The like I wiſh vnto you, ſaid the Spirit, and ſo Sir I bid you 
farewell. Farewell my Hoſt, ſaid Cleander ;vnro whom theſe 
complemenrs began to be troubleſom: Neuertheleſs the Spi- 
ritbeing atthedoore ready to goe away, (leander called him 
againe, and ſaid vnto him, My Hoſt , one word with you: 
'TheSpiritrenirning,ſaid,Whatis your pleaſure? Sir, I intreat 
you, Fiid Cleender , if you baue any power where you goe, 
you would oblige mee ſo farre, as to aduertiſe mee of my 
death three dayes before I dye. Well, anſwered the Spirit, I 
willdoe it, if | can. Thereupon hee vaniſhed, and (leander 
reſently after going to bed, ſlept till the morning ; neither 
e nor any other cur after either hearing or ſeeing any thing 
in that Chamber. 111% 
In this time Liſander lying at his ſiſters houſe in Burgundie 
 verieficke,fell into that weakeneſle, that hee loſt all know- - 
ledge,and was giuen ouer by the Phyſitians ( who were ig- 
norant of his diſcaſe) vnto the prayers of the religious. Hee 
had loſt both ſpeech and ſight, and when hee recoueredey- . 
ther,ic was onely to ſee fearefull illuſions, or ſpeake rauing, 
or doe ſuch extrauagant aCtions as neuer entred into the 
thought of man. Ambriſia bewailing his euill,vwith reares as 
bitter as the remedic was deſperate,and ſceing the Phyſitians 
| knew notwhatto giue,nor what to doe ( as one who is ac- 
cultomed to haue recourſe vnto God when humane helpes 
faile) ſengfor a Capuchin from a Couent which was neere, 
ro 
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ro exhort him with conſtancie togjue vp his life ; vritohim 
who was the author thereof. Ac her ſending// two Capit. 
chins came,before whom Liſandey fell into ſogrienous a yo. 
miting,chat among other things which he vomired'vp ar his 
mouth)he caſt vp Pen-kniues, [nkhornes, Imapes of Waxe, 
Bracelets of Haire, Cart-nailes: which vyere nor illuſions 
and fained,but ſo reall and true, thatthey yer remaineinthe 
hands of the Capuchins, and are kept as perpetuall reliques 
vntotheir Couent..

Shortly after theſe foure Knights hadplaced themſclues.ig 
the liſts, foure braue Turkes'entred into the field, having 
their Dolimans vpon their Armes,, their Turbants, ypon their 
heads,thcir Launces incheir hands;and:their Cemeters hang- 
ing by their {ides,after their manner.) Their device washe 
Creſlent ofS$iluer,which ſerueth thein as an-ordinarie marke 
veithoutany word, After they had: madea/ turhe. abour che -* 
liſts,and placed themſelues oppoliteynto the defendants, all © 
cight ran one againſt another; their Launces couched, with 
their ſharpe ſtecle points, they gave full/in the viſcrs of each 
others Helme,the Rtaues flew in piccesand the foure Turkes 
were throwne vnto the ground atthis firſt courſe, not with- 
out pleaſure and laughter vnto the Engliſh : abaue fortie; 0- 
ther aſſailants were ouerthrowne ( to their comfort) after 
them, the defendants not fo much as loſing a ſirrop. So all 
' thatday the Engliſh continued vanquilhers,and ſo wenttri- 

umphing our of the field. The next morning,ſoſoone asthe 
defendants had taken their places , rvyo {trange-Knightsen- 
tred atthe other end of theliſts, whoſeonely countenances 

romiſed extraordinary valous : The one bad redde Armes 
*f of flames of gold , a _redde feather, thecapariſon of ad 
Horſe crimſon veluetembroydered with flames ofgold : for 
his deuice he had a Loue, bearing a Globe, with this word, 
Pin fort d\atlante. The other: was in greene Armour,cngra- 
uen with filuer, his feather greene , his capariſon greenc vel- 
uctembroydered with filuer; his deuice was aLo 6, which 
ouerthrevy a meaſure of corne,. with.this vyord, Sin me/tirds 
So ſoone as the defendants had ſcene them. take their places, 


two of the foure oppoled themſclues Y and couching theig 


Launces,came oneagainſt another withſuch SrROpn 9s 
their hands,th 
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Two defendants fell to the ground,& the rangers perfected 
their carcere withour mouing,to chegreatadmiration of the 
bcholders. "The rwo'defendantsiremaining , ſeeing their 
companions ouerthrowne,, cndeuouredrto Teuenge them , 
ſpurring a ainft che aſfailanrs,&the aſlaiſancs againſt them, 
madethe braueſt encounter that had beeneſeenc : but neuer. 
theleſſe the defendants were oucrthrown,leauing their place 
tothe ſtrangers, vhofrom being aſlaylants ( as they: were at 
firſt) now GAR defendars.Allthoſe whoprefented chem- 
ſelues that day;vverc ouerthrown with much leſſe reſiſtance 
than the firſt; And thenight comming, giuing an'end borh 
ynto the louſt and the day,the ſtrange Knights wenrvictori- 
ous out of the field, with the ſound of Trumpets, andthelike 
ſolemniticthat' had accompanied the vanquiſhers' the' firſt 
day. The King of grear Brittaine , deſirous-to-know theſe 
Chatapions,ſentto learnetheir names,and of whar countrey 
they were ;bur chey humbly beſought his Maicftie topardoa 
them,if they ſhevved any vnwillingaefſeromake themſelues 
knovwne vntill the end of the Tournament,, which being f1- 
niſhed, they would notfaile to offer their-moſt humble ſer- 
uiceto him. Fo fl ) 

All this 'yyas paſt before Liſander could recouer his Armes, 
whereart he was deſperately inraged: but in the end having 
_ rhem on thethird day , hee was the firſt in the lift, wich 

ch a braue behaviour vpon that incomparable Horſe 
which he had from (loridon,that hee gaue cauſe of admirari- 
onto all theaſliſtants. Thoſe who had formerly beheld the 
others, hauing their eyes now fixed vpon him , would nor 
vyouchſafe tolooke vpon the other. "The defendants ſeeing 
him come, iudged by his countenance'that hee would cut 
them out more work than all the other, and therefore (cy- 
ther of theri making choyce of a ſtrong Launce) they prepa- 
red themſelues to receiue him : Heein greene armour aduan- 
cd himſelfe firſt, and as a whirdevinde.im the middle of che 
courſe met him,vyho fell vpon him as-a-tempelt ; their Lan: 
ces breaking ypon the viſers of their Helmes;flew inro ſplin> 
ters, & rhe knights perfected their career withour ma 
tage, which had not hapned ſince the beginning. Having ra-

ground lo violently thathehad'much adoe toriſe, vvhereat 
great cry was raiſed by the people. The Knighr in the redde 
Armes deſirous to reuenige his ſhame in whoſe compat 
nie hee had gotren ſo much honour'; fiercely 'purres 4- 
painſt Liſander , who came againſt him like a Torrent; 
Amoneſt all the affiſtants there vas x vninerſall ſilence; 
without ſpeaking , without mouing, or without ftirriry 
their eyes, which were fixed ypon the combatants ; andb 
the Knights there was a noyle made anda duſt raiſed vnder 
their horſes, which darkned the aire, & made the earth trem- 
ble : The Knights 'met with equall ee ad their Launces 
failed not to hitt tight, atid ro breake viſto their hands, and 
they paſſed by without being ſtirred in'their ſeates, nor ory 
in the firſt encounter, but in the cond andthird courſe;virh 
admiration (throuphthe noudlty of thea@t) doubling in the 
mindes of all the- beholders. When they had'runne their 
courſes they drevv our their fivords, and if befote/they had 
witneſſed their force and nimblenes in the Touſting, they did 
no leſſe in the combat. Liſander,proucked that a manſhould 


| breake three Launces againſt him, and yer withſtand him, ſo - 


violently ſtrook him vpon thehead , and vponeuery part-of 
the body , thatateuery blow he brought ve halen of his 
Armout with greatabundance of ſparkles of fire: The other 
_ whoſlaw himfafehandledſo rudely, kindled his courage out 
of ſhame and deſpite, and his force encreaſing with hisr 66 
doubling ftrengrh vpon ftrengeh and blow vpon' blow; h 

couered the ground with peeces of Liſanders Vambraſes and 
Tſe Horrour ſeized 'vpon the mindes'of the-beholdery, 
which made their faces looke pale; and the combatants fn 
theſe fearefull motions endeauour toſhew'thethſelues gre 
ter and ftronger than rvwo men. can bee; Pwo houres this 
cruell combate laſted without any reſt” raken” betwee 
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them, and their horſes were coucred with duſt and ſweatall 
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 Eſanaer, if he were not vanquiſhed before nighthy ſome 0- 


ouer theis bodies; and bloud in many places, (although pro. 
ceeding but from {leight wounds,) when Liſander feeling his 
64, Bb forces begin to faile, rained back a ſteppe or two, 
and ſaid thus vato him : Knight, your valour is equall(atthe 
leaſt )burl haue more fortune; Seeing that ſhe is contrary vn- 
co you, and fauourable vntome;, content your ſelfe wirhrhat 
proofe which you: haue witneſſed both of your noblecou- 
rage and {trength : our combate is not to death, and1 ſhould 
be ſorry ;\that ſo braue and valiant a Gentleman ſhould loſe 
his life , vyhich inall places elſe I would preferne with the 
hazzard of mine owne.

» Lacidanhauing giuen the Lackey thisanſwer, entred into 
a deepe imagination who this Krughe ſhould bee;xvho; fot 
reſpecting the Kings diſpleaſure, defied him with fo much 
daring ; {omerimes hee thoughtit was Lidian, who wwoulc 
notdiſcouer himſelte in reſpect of the ag t betweene 
chem, and ſometimes hee thought it was Li/ander himſel fe, 
who would preuent the time appointed; and makeapriuate 
duell of a combate which ought to be publique; But Califta, 
finding by his anſwer that fortune conſtrained her to keepe 
her life, whichſhee would:fo willinglyloſe ; canfirmed her 
ſelf more than euer in herdeſpaire, and not knowing where + 
to ſpend the eight dayes which with fomuch ſorrow ſheg - 
had left to ſee the light of theSunne, determined ro retire ber ::

the day of the combate, curling Zxcidanthar he bad notac-

coucring their faces,remonſtrated vnto him, that they were 
there,cuery one in particular to maintaine Li/andeys honour; 
not only againſt Lucidan,burt againſt all others who ſhould 
accuſe Link of diſloyaltic : Neuertheleſſe mecting all three” 
with one intent, without knowing eyther of others deligne ;

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Was Berontus, and cother wwo Heiden and Lidian, whom

Wit 
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with an intentto fight with L«cidan, burſeeing themlſclues 
preuented , they vicd this meanes 'to ſeparate them; Vpor 
this propoſition of Berontus , the King cauſed the ludges of 
thefield to aske Liſanders Knight, vpon what ground he had 
enterpriſed this fight, He anſwered to maintaine Liſanders 
honour, It was againe demanded of him what proofe hee 
hadof his innocency.. Vato which hee anſvyered, none, but 
the glory of his former actions. The ſame ludges asked La- 
cidan , whatafſurance hee had of the murder which hee pre- 
rented Liſander had committed. Hee anſwered, none; bur 
char hee would hazzard his life ro reuenge Chryſantes his 
death. Theſe words agreeing with Berofttus his ſpeech; the 
King declared Liſander (to the contentment of the whole 
company ) innocent of the pretended murders, and alſo ab- 
ſolucd from Cloridons and (hbryſantes death, and impoſed ai- 
lence concerning that vnto Lucidan for cucr, comanding him 
toembrace, not onely the Knight who combarred; bur alfo 
the other three whohad offered ro fight with him. Lucidan 
witneſsing as much obedience to the Kings command, as he 
had ſhevved violence to reuenge his kinſmans death, pur vp 
his ſword, and pulling oft his Cask, with open Armes went
